Prevented Emperor From Bestowing 


Gifts to American 


Kiel, June 27.—During blWikfast on 


Kearsarge, Admiral Cottos referred to 
the large hearted hospitality that had 
made every hour of the Americans 
presence in Germany pleasant. Since 
he had met the emperor, he 
under- 


stood why his subjects were so de- 
voted to him. The feeling of the ad- 
miral and his men was that when- 
ever his majesty, led, the Germans' 
would follow. 
The admiral then pro- 


posed the health of the emperor. 


Replying, Emperor' William said he 


hoped, whatever Impression the ad- 


miral and his officers had. they had 
been no more than they 
expected. 


Eight years had elapsed since the im- 
perial ensign was first flown from an 
American warship, the New jork. He 
remembered vividly the agreeable in- 
cidents of that visit, and now he was 
to add these to the things that were 
not tr. V- forgotten. 
The only thing 


was that the visits were too far apart. 
He was convinced that whenever the 
stars and stripes and the royal stand- 
ard met. they would together symbo- 
lize peace and civilization. The em- 
peror then called for three cheers for 
the president and people of the Uni- 
ted States. At the conclusion of the 
breakfast, the emperor informed Am- 
bassador Tower that he wished to de- 
liver a medal to each of the three 
marines who had stood 
behind 
his 


chair. 


"Would there be any impropriety, 


your excellency, in my doing so?" ask- 
ed the emperor. 


'•I am sorry to say that our regula- 


tions do not permit H," replied Mr. 
Tower. 


"Then said the Emperor, "I would 


like to give them watches^ just as 
souvenirs." 


"That, sir," answered the ambassa- 


dor, "is also impossible. They equally 
with myself are servants of the coun- 
try, and could not accept." 


"And 
I cannot even give them a 


pencil?" continued the emperor. 


"No. your majesty." said Mr. Tower. 


"Then" said Emperor William, "t«ll 
them that I have the disposition to do 
so."

The history of the CBRB takes 
it 


back to the I:i";:io of jack Carroll in 
front of the Elk cafe early in June, 
1901. A controversy arose between 
Carroll ar.d DicKroan, as to the em- 
ployment and salarifcs each were en- 
joying, and the argument developed 
into & quarrel and fight with 
fatal 


consequences. 


Carroll had leu 'b*1 piace after a 


discussion of some length and was 
some distance away from the entrance 
of the aaloon when he hurled a chal- 
lenge 
which 
Dickman 
promptly 


answered. The latter was quick to 
take up the threat and Carroll as 
quickly returned 
There was a short 


struggle, a vicious stab, and Carroll 
staggered 
away 
wounded to 
the 


death. The short bladed knife in the 
hand of EKckman reached his oppon- 
ent's heart and Carroll died at the 
hospital. 


Then began a long drawn out legal 


controversy, Dickman's brother and 
the family coming to hm rescue, but 
Judge Armstrong, who presided, was 
finally called upon to deliver a sen- 
tence uased upon a verdict of man- 
slaughter. Dickman was sentenced to 
five years in the peuitt-ntiary, out im- 


an appeal to the supreme court left 
tne case open for a final df>cisirm. 
Nearly two years have elapsed since, 
but Dickman remained free, so long as 
the bond held good and it was not 
until today that he had to acknowledge 
the inevitable and place himself in 
the hands of the sheriff for transpor- 
tation to Columbus. 


Dickman heard the. decision of the 


supreme court from his attorneys and 
immediately thereafter presented him- 
self at the court house, with the re- 
mark that "he was up against it." 


Deputy 
Sheriff 
bummers accom- 


panied him down town to settle some 
business affairs and Dickman was 
then taken back to jail to await his 
removal to the penitentiary, which 
will be earl}' next week. 


Dlcttman's crime was committed 


during tne administration of Sheriff 
Bogart, and it is nkcly to take several 
days to fix np the papers which will 
make the 
prisoner B 
transportation 


legal.
